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Bat befides tMs mifchief from poifonous EKhaUtions , Stagn 
tion of the Air , or Water impregnated vviihminerall fpiiit^, 
they fometimes perifh by other ways. For there being in thefe 
Mines an incredible ma&of wood tofapport the Pitts and the 
Horizontal pa(rages,(thfeP«m" and C««;Vtf//) in all pUcesbuc 
where 'tis Rocky, men are fometimesdeftroy'd by the wood fst 
on fire. And in the Gold-mine at C^r(f»r;?/V2; the wood was once 
fet on fire by thecarelefnefsofa boy, and 50 Mirters fmothc- 
red thereby 5 who were all taken out but oa.e, that was after- 
wards found to be difTolv'd by the Vitriol! water , nothing efca- 
ping either of fiefh or bones but only fome of bisdoaths. I 
am &c.

THe prefent f ire of cx£f/f4 , (whereof ther» was lately a 
Relation printed here in the Sa'vo'j)n\\\ make it appear not 
unfeafonable to refl -i^ back upon former Ages, and to coll€<5t 
from Hiftary the fevcrall Eruptions hapned there , together 
with the times of them , and fome obfervations recorded by Au- 
thors concerning the fame. 

To pafs by what is related by Bmfm , orfheus and other 
lefs credible Authors , about the Eruptions ot this Mountain, 
both at the time of the ingrefs of the Ionian Colonies into Si- 
cily , and that of the Argmauta (which latter was in the 12 th 
Age before the Chriflian account 5 ) we fhall fiift take notice of 
that, which happened at the time of the Expedition of ^y^ne^s, 
who being terrified by the fire of this then burning Mountain, 
left th:t Iflaad i whereof Firgil l, 3. ^^md. gives this notable 
ecfcnption 1

Thenc xt was in thetime oi^ulim Cdfar^ related by the faid 
jOiod^ms to hive been fo feirce^ that tht Sei tbow Lip4r4 
(in iflana neere 5;V//^ ) by Ic^ fervent heat burnt the Ships, and 
kiirdallFiflies thereab)at. 

Another we read ot in the Reign of CalipU^ about 40. years 
afterChrift, which was fo dreadful, that U made that Empe- 
roar , then being in Skily , to fly for it. 

Abcuc the Marcyrdorr.e ofcheRomftiS. Jgaths it burned 
againevtry fitrcely^ though forae fay, thatbyvertue of her 
ifiterceffion it was ftay*d from reaching Catania. 

AgaineicburntA, C. Sis, in the Reign of Charles M. 

Then from thi year xi^o to i66p. whole Sicily was flii- 
km with many terrible Ear th-qa,^.kes , and the Ei options of the 
fame Mountain deftroyed a vj ft trad of inhabited land round 
abDUcir^andreacht as far as C^f 4;«i^i4 5 the Cathedtal of which it 
deftroy'd.and thereligi'tfs men living in it. 

Agaifte,in the year 1 284.there happened another terrible fire 
tbou!" the time of the death oi Charles king oi Sicily and Arragm^ 

A. 152P untill 1333. there was another. A, 140S. another. 

A. i4H» another, which lafted till 1447. 

A, 15^5. another, which hfted a year. 

A. 1(^33. another, continuing feveral years^ 

A. i6%o, it burnt onthe North-Eift-fidc, and vomited fo 
TTjuchfire^ that by theiiery Torrents, caufed thereby, great 
devaftation was made, nkircker relates in \n% Mundns (uher- 
ramus . whofe affiftmce wehive alfomade ufe ofin the lore- 
going Chronology together with that 0' fhiUthtus. 

The fame Author 5 having beeninSia/y hinfelf, obfervetb, 
ihit the people of c^f/r;!^/4, digging for Punice- ft ^na, do find 
atthedepthof iQOpalmei (which is about 68 Jeer j ftreet^ni^' 



ved wkhMarWe, and many footfteps of Antiquity ^ an argufnenc, that 
Towns iiave flood there in former ages, which have been overwhelmed by 
the Matter aft out of this Mountain. They have alfo found feveral Bridges 
ofPumice-ftones , douklefi made by the flux of the fiery Torrents, the 
Earth being very much raifed fince. 

Now whether thefe Eruptions are caufcd by aftual fubteraneous Fire?, 
lighting upon combuftible matter ; or by Fire ftruck out of falling and 
breaking ftones, whofc fparks meet with Nitro-fulphureousorotherin- 
flamable fublknces hcap'd together in the bowels oftheEtrth, and by 
the expanfive violence of the Fire forc'd to take more room, and fo burf- 
ting out with the impetuofity we fee ^ may not be unworthy of a Phi- 
lofopher*s (peculation.

gcoo,opcning the Body of a woman of 32.yeargofage,of a fenguinCon- 
ftitution , and a mafcalin port. Thefe two Matrixes were fo well difpofed 
by an extraordinary contrivance of Nature , that the True one had con* 
cei ved eleven feverall times , vi^. 7. males and #• femab, all born at 
the full time, and all perfedly well formed-, but they were at laft followed 
by a brother yet zfatus^ that was conceiv*d in an adjund Vterus^ in a 
place fo little capable of diftenfion,that fcckingenlargement,aftcr it had cau- 
fed to the Mother for two months and an half grievous fymptoms , did at 
laft, beingoftheageofabout3.or4. months, break prifon, and found 
its grave in that of its mother , by a very great effufion of blood in the 
whole capacity of her abdomen:^ which caft the mother intofuch violenc 
convulfive motions for 3. daystogether,thatfhe dyed of them. Where-
